In reply ing to President Truma n’s La bor Da y a d­ 
dress, former Gov ernor Ha rold Sta ssen la id down tbe 
y a rdstick by which the presidentia l ca mpa ign should 
be wa ged, a nd in doing so lifted the ba ttle for ba llots 
to such a high lev el a s to lea v e the Truma n supporters 
wishing their ca ndida te ha d nev er spoken. 
It wa s most fitting tha t Gov ernor Dewey should 
ha v e a sked Mr. Sta ssen to open officia lly his ca m­ 
pa ign. 
The former Gov ernor is not running for a ny 
office, but his rema rka ble la bor record in the sta te 
of Minnesota which ma tches tha t of Mr. Dewey ’s in 
New York sta te ma de him a n idea l rna n to a nswer 
Mr. Truma n’s a ma zing ha ra ngue a t Detroit. 
At tha t “ comma nd performa nce” in Ca dilla c 
Squa re, the President not only tried to ma ke America n 
la bor the ta il of his politica l kite. 
He portra y ed 
la bor, in Sta ssen’s words, a s a “ sepa ra te, distinct cla ss 
In our society .” 
Worse, he a ttempted to set cla ss 
a ga inst cla ss for his own politica l a dv a nta ge a nd he 
used fea r a s his politica l wea pon. 
Mr. Sta ssen seized upon Truma n’s a fimonishing 
of la bor, fa nner a nd libera l to v ote “ right” to stress 
the dutv of a President to work in the interest of a ll 
cla sses a nd not for specia l interests. 
He drov e home 
tha t point when he sa id: 
“ The people of our country wa nt a united America 
ma king progress towa rd better liv ing, better housing 
a nd better hea lth. 
They wa nt a united America ot 
the world. 
They wa nt a united America striv ing 
ea rnestly a nd wisely for world pea ce. 
They wa nt 
a united America with opportunities a nd freedom 
for y oung mefl a nd women in the y ea rs a hea d. They 
know tha t a successful united America requires co­ 
opera tion bet’ween la bor a nd business a nd a griculture 
a nd ev ery wa lk of life.” 
It is with such high idea l of purpose tha t the 
Republica n Pa rty comes before the electora te in its 
bid* for support. 
There ca n ha rdly be a ny doubt a s 
to wha t decision the America n people will v oice a t 
the polls in Nov ember when they compa re those a ims 
with Mr. Truma n’s beca use his could only result in a 
qua rreling a nd div ided country . 
It wa s Mr. Sta ssen’s wa y of pointing up the fa ct 
tha t Mr. Truma n sta nds for cla ss conflict.

1 1 6.000.000 ma n-da y s a nd more tha n a 61 ,000,000,000 
lost in 1 94 6 to a bout one-third tha t number.

rea dily understood why a v a st ma jority of la bor is, da y 
by da y , coming to rea lize the benefits it ha s brought. 
The Sta ssen reply a mounted to a n indictment of 
Ha rry Truma n a s President, a nd it wa s not too strong 
for the occa sion. 
The Truma n speech wa s a dema ­ 
gogue’s uttera nce. 
He represented la bor a s the sole 
ca use of the America n sta nda rd of liv ing. 
Now% 
Ha rold Sta ssen is not the ma n to underra te the v a lue 
of la bor—whether in fa ctories, offices, or on fa rms— 
to the America n economy . 
But neither does he ignore

Wha t we need, a s Sta ssen sa y s, is tea mwork, 
•not cla ss wa r a nd ha tred between the people of 
America .” 
The Truma n picture of a ssorted disa sters tha t will 
engulf la bor a nd the America n people if he Is not 
ch‘Osen in Nov ember wa s. of course, the product of his 
cwn fea rs. 
He Is u.'ing the ta ctics of despera tion.

A bnorm alities in th e m outh like­ 
wise play a role. Local inflam m ation 
of irritation from dentures or cari­ 
ous, irregular teeth should always 
be considered. T his source is not 
difficult to discover and, w hen cor­ 
rected, discom fort disappears quick­ 
ly, T he tongue sym ptom m aw occur 
afte r rem oval of m olars w hich left 
a faulty “bite.”

O ccasion­ 
ally th e nerv'es leading to th e tongue 
are affected by a stroke, creating, 
distress which appears to originate 
in the tongue.

he doesn’t

But, It will also be argued by R e­ 
publicans. .such a statem ent by Mr. 
Roper may cau.se a large num ber 
of R epublicans to stay away from 
the polls on the ground th a t it isn’t 
necessary to vote. 
T he truth is th a t public-opinion 
polls have a variety of influences on 
the electorate. Lots of people like 
to vote for a w inner. B ut there are 
signs th a t m any a publlc-opinion 
poll in a given state has led to re ­ 
doubled effort and som etimes to 
claser contests th a n otherw ise m ight 
have been th e ca.se. 
Qua lifies His Prediction 
M r. Roper qualifies his prediction 
som ew hat by saying th a t he is as­ 
sum ing th a t no serious change in 
th e international situation—such as 
war, perhaps—m ay develop between 
now and th e election or th a t G ov­ 
ernor Dewey will not m ake any 
serious m istakes, 
Public-opinion polls are for the 
m ost part still a puzzle to m any 
people. T here are m any who say 
they never heard of any of th eir 
friends or neighbors who h ad been 
interview ed. 
They m isunderstand 
the nature of m odern polling or 
sam pling m ethods. T he present-day 
poll doesn’t go in for quantity or 
for a canvass of the sam e group 
but applies to different groups. By 
knowing the percentage of people 
in income groups—the governm ent 
publishes this—and by knowing the 
population d ata and eligible voters 
and other factors, a sm all sam ple is 
taken th a t has again and again 
proved correct. 
T he sam e technique has been used 
successfully in m arket analyses to 
determ ine th e acceptability of pro­ 
ducts or resistances 
to price or 
other characteristics before nation­ 
wide selling cam paigns are under­ 
taken. T he sm all sam ple invariably 
tells w hat th e larger sam ple would 
tell if carried on to higher and 
higher num bers. 
So w hen M r. Roper says th at,

m ind,

Stassen Places Campaign 
On The Level It Deserves 


In replying to President Truman s Labor Day ad­ 
dress, tonner Governor Harold Stassen laid down tile 
yardstick by which the presidential campaign should 
be waged, and in doing so lilted the battle for ballot-s 
to such a high level as to leave the Truman supporters 
wishing their candidate had never spoken. 
It was most fitting that Governor Dewey should 
have asked Mr. Stassen to open officially his cam­ 
paign. 
The former Governor is not running for any 
office, but his remarkable labor record In the state 
of Minnesota which matches that of Mr. Dewey’s In 
New York state made him an Ideal man to answer 
Mr. Truman’s amazing harangue at Detroit. 
At that •'command performance- In Cadillac 
Square, the President not only tried to make American 
labor the tail of his political kite. 
He portrayed 
labor. In Stassen* words, as a -separate, distinct class 
In our society- 
Worse, he attempted to set class 
against class for his own political advantage and he 
used fear as his political weapon. 
Mr. Stassen seized upon Truman’s admonishing 
of labor, farmer and liberal to vote “right” to stress 
the duty of a President to work in the interest of all 
glasses and not for special interests. 
He drove home 
that point when he said: 
“The people of our country want a united America 
making progress toward better living, better housing 
and better health. 
They want a united America ot 
the world. 
They want a united America striving 
earnestly and wisely for world peace. 
They want 
rn united America with opportunities and freedom 
for young m et and women in the years ahead. They 
know that a successful united America requires co­ 
operation between labor and business and agriculture 
and every walk of life " 
It Is with such high Ideal of purpose that the 
Republican Party comes before the electorate in its 
bld for support. 
There can hardly be any doubt as 
to what decision the American people will voice at 
the polls in November when they compare those aims 
with Mr. Truman’* because his could only result In a 
quarreling and divided country. 
It was Mr. Stassen'5 way of pointing up the fact 
that Mr. Truman stands for class conflict. 
The 
President attempted to stir within labor hatred for 
his opponent by telling it that the Republicans brought 
about high prices. 
But Mr. Stassen did not let him 
get away with it. 
He cited events since the end of 
the war which placed the blame for inflation where 
It belongs—in the lap of Mr. Truman. 
It was. as 
the former Governor pointed out. Mr. Truman who. 
on his own initiative, released wartime controls and 
set of the Inflationary spiral. 
Mr Stassen did not gloss over the Taft-Hartley 
Act. 
He admitted the law is still Imperfect but he 
defended It as one of the best pieces of legislation 
from the standpoint of labor, to be passed. 
He gave 
sufficient reasons for this opinion when he cited that 
the law had cut strikes and work stoppages from 
116 000.000 man-days and more than a $1,000,000,000 
lost in 1946 to about one-third that number. 
It Is 
readily understood why a vast majority of labor is. day 
by day. coming to realize the benefits it has brought. 
The Stassen reply amounted to an indictment of 
Harry Truman as President, and it was not too strong 
for the occasion. 
The Truman speech was a dema­ 
gogue’s utterance. 
He represented labor as the sole 
cause of the American standard of living. 
Now. 
Harold Stassen Is not the man to underrate the value 
cf labor—whether In factories, offices, or on farms— 
to the American economy. 
But neither does he Ignore 
"the role management, the genius of invention and 
the wise use of capital." 
All these factors, working 
together as a team, are essential to prosperity In the 
United States and to the preservation of our national 
security. 
What we need, as Stassen says, is teamwork 
•not class war and hatred between the people of 
America* 
The Truman picture of assorted disasters that will 
engulf labor and the American people lf he Is not 
chosen In November was. of course, the product of his 
cwn fears 
He is using the tactics of desperation. 
But no politician has the right to make his own fears 
an excuse for stirring up anxiety and dissension among 
the people.

possible origins to investigate. 
The usual treatment of this condi­ 
tion consists of vitamins, iron, or 
liver because deficiencies along this 
line are frequent culprits. There 
are some who suffer periodically 
from anemia and whenever the 
tongue begins to bura, they know 
that the blood count needs attention. 
These persons are more often right 
than wrong because it is well known 
that this organ is affected by ane­ 
mia. During the period of distress 
it may assume a beefy, red appear­ 
ance and is so tender that swallow­ 
ing is often difficult. Liver injec­ 
tions help when pernicious anemia 
is present, whereas iron tablets have 
a miraculous effect on the type in 
which this mineral is lacking. 
• — • — a 
The symptom may appear also 
when the quota of vitamin B. es­ 
pecially niacin and robiflavin, is in­ 
adequate. On the other hand, if a 
deficiency is not responsible, a 
barrel of vitamins will not help. This 
cause is likely to be found when the 
meals are lopsided due either to 
a fad or special diets because of an 
intestinal disturbance. Furthermore, 
other signs of nutritional deficien­ 
cies 
often 
accompany 
burning 
tongue, which will help the physi­ 
cian to make the diagnosis. 
Abnormalities in the mouth like­ 
wise play a role. Local inflammation 
of irritation from dentures or cari­ 
ous, irregular teeth should always 
be considered, This source is not 
difficult to discover and, when cor­ 
rected, discomfort disappears quick­ 
ly. The tongue symptom maw occur 
after removal of molars which left 
a faulty “bite.” This produces pres­ 
sure on certain nerves leading to 
pain in the tongue. Some author­ 
ities believe that an electrogalvanic 
current can be set up between two 
dissimilar fillings, resulting in burn­ 
ing. Irritating food and drink are 
sometimes responsible. If no other 
abnormalities can be found, ner­ 
vousness is always a passivity. 
There are some who complain of 
this trouble only during periods of 
unrest or anxiety or during the 
menopause. When they are calm, 
and the sailing is smooth, the symp­ 
tom is likely to disappear. Occasion­ 
ally the nerv es leading to the tongue 
are affected by a stroke, creating, 
distress which appears to originate 
in the tongue. 


Waidman and Briner believe that 
a burning sensation of the tongue 
can be traced now and then to an in­ 
sufficiency or thickening of the sali­ 
vary secretion. Apparently the saliv­ 
ary glands are lazy and in some pa­ 
tients. the saliva is so tenacious 
that when the mouth is opened, the 
secretion looks like thin strings 
stretching from the soft palate lo 
the tongue. 
By stimulating the 
glands with neostigmin or pros- 
tigmin. burning and dryness are 
diminished and may vanish entirely. 
A liberal amount of fluids is sug­ 
gested and smoking should be dis­ 
continued. The tobacco habit may 
not be entirely at fault but it often 
aggravates existing conditions and 
as such is contraindicated . 


FLUID IN BRAIN 
Mrs. T. O. writes: la there any 
cure for hydrocephalus? 
Reply 
Must depends on the type but in 
general treatment has been unsatis­ 
factory. Various surgical methods 
have been devised to drain the accu­ 
mulated fluid as well as to relieve 
the obstruction but all have proved 
futile. 
Occasionally 
the 
process 
ceases spontaneously and the victim 
may live for years, although the 
child may go through life with an 
abnormally large head and impaired 
mentality. 


DILATED VEINS 
J. A. M. writes: What causes the 
blood vessels in back of the knees 
to break? They look like tiny red 
and blue threads 
Can they be 
erased by treatment? 
Reply 
These are called “spider veins** 
and the cause is obscure. Treat­ 
ment is rarely indicated except for 
cosmetic reasons. 


SURGERY IN HEMORRHOIDS 
P A. writes: Is it true that cer­ 
tain types of hemorrhoids are in­ 
operable? 
Reply 
Not that I know of. unless you 
refer to hemorrhoids that are so in­ 
significant that they are not worth 
the bother or cases in which in­ 
flammation or other d i s e a pro­ 
cesses co-exist, taking preeota** 
over hemorrhoidectomy. 


INWARD SCARS 
M. A. B. writes. What is the cause 
of adhesions of the bowel? 
Reply 
Inflammation or trauma associ­ 
ated with previous surgery are the 
usual origins. Adhesions are scars 
which can develop on the body Just 
as on the surface. 


PROSTATE TROUBLE 
L. J. P. writes: What information 
can you give me on the prostate 
gland such as symptoms? 
Reply 
The prostate, like other organs, is 
susceptible to infection, cancer, etc. 
In addition, in older men it is prone 
to enlarge, which produces urinary 
obstruction because of its location. 
In this respect It differs from en­ 
largement of a gland on the sur­ 
face. which does little more than 
create a bump underneath the skin. 


Analyst's Announcement Of 


No More Presidential Polls

WASHINGTON, Sept. IO—Due to 
the dynamite-laden Berlin crisis, 
the US. Joint Chiefs of Staff have 
held some of their most crucial 
meetings recently. It is no secret 
that it is their duty to discuss every 
eventuality facing the United States 
—including war. And as the Rus­ 
sians have become cockier in Ber­ 
lin, American faces have become 
graver around the joint chiefs’ con­ 
ference table. 
like American public, which 
pea ba My Roca not fully realise 
how serious the Berith ritaatlan 
is, has a right to know that at 
a recent meeting, Gen. Omar 
Bradley, Army Chief of Staff, 
outlined U. S. policy In ease of 
war. 
Ho tabulated what the 
Russians already know — that 
we have about Mi AM troops In 
Europe, though only MAM com­ 
bat troops. And, counting heav­ 
ily on French and British sup­ 
port, General Bradley figured 
that the Allies could fall back 
on the Rhine. 


Adm. William D. Leahy. President 
Truman’s own Chief of Staff, inter­ 
rupted at this, point with a skep­ 
tical question, which illustrates how 
U. S. military chiefs follow the 
democratic principles of rough-and- 
tumble debate. 
“How long did you say we could 
hold the Rhine, Omar?” he asked. 


General Bradley said he didn't 
want to make any promises, but 
he believed we could hold the 
Rhine for some time — long 
enough to bring up reinforce- 


Freach Would Retreat 
Admiral Leahy continued skepti­ 
cal. Tile Russians, he pointed out, 
had 40 divisions in Germany or 
about 600,000 men. He doubted that 
we could hold the Rhine for more 
than ten days. 
“The French will start for home." 
added Leahy, who once served as 
Ambassador to Vichy, “and they 
won’t stop until they get to the 
Pyrenees, where they'll start an 
anti-Franco revolution. 
“You’ve got three or four good 
bridges across the Rhine,” Admiral 
Leahy continued, “and the French 
will keep them open to get their 
mistresses across.” 


Leahy did not exactly my so, 
hut the insinuation was that 
this would give the Bawfana 
time to take the Bridges. 


The Admiral concluded by warn­ 
ing that the United States couldn't 
hold the Rhine; in fact, couldn’t 
hold more than Spyin and perhaps 
Turkey. 
One of his Army colleagues sug-* 
gested that Leahy was echoing the 
Navy's point of view. 


“And ifs not such a bad point 
of view,” countered the vener­ 
able sea dog. who once served 
as t ommander of the ii. S. 
Fleet and as t hief of Naval 
Operations. He went on to point 
out that the United States haul 
to keep Ila line of communica­ 
tions open through the Mediter­ 
ranean. “You’re the ones who 
are always talking about that,” 
he reminded the Army. 


One of the air generals present 
then suggested that, given sixty 
days and the atomic bomb, the Air 
Forces could stop the Red Army 
dead rn its tracks. Leahy disagreed. 
He argued that the United States 
.should have left Berlin long ago. 
U. S. Should Leave Berlin 
“lf war breaks now,” he main­ 
tained. “well be sending raw, un­ 
trained National Guardsmen just ax 
we did to the Pacific in the early 
days after Pearl Harbor. The only 
thing is to get out of Berlin and 
out oft Germany. If we did that. I 
think, from the many talks I ve had 
with Stalin, wed have no more 
trouble.

No Body Of Democrats Want 


Truman; Support To Be Weak

In the first week of the campaign 
we have had a major opening 
speech by President Truman, a ma­ 
jor reply on behalf of the Republi­ 
cans by ex-Governor Stassen. Mr. 
Stassen really met and answered 
the President’s »speech, important 
issues in the campaign were joined 
head-on. 
One "Issue, raised especially by 
Mr. Truman’s rather raucous em­ 
phasis on it. is the Taft-Hanley 
labor law. Included in that and 
above that is the largest issue of 
the campaign, a condition which, 
local or latent, is in the minus of 
an immense number of voters. This, 
the ineptness of Mr. Tru-c.an as 
President. One glaring pnose of his 
ineptness is the failure to get along 
with Congress, or even with his 
own party within that body. As 
Mr. Stassen compactly put it: “He 
failed when he had a Democratic 
Congress to work with. he failed 
when he had a Republican Congress 
to work with.” «Mr. Truman had p 
Democratic Congress from nis tak­ 
ing office in April. 1945 until Jan­ 
uary, 1947). 
Truman Denounces Own Party 
When Mr. Truman this week 
fiercely denounced the Taft-Hartley 
Act he was denouncing a law which, 
as Mr. Stassen put it. “was passed 
over his veto by a two-third:, ma­ 
jority of the members of Congress 
and by a majority vote of the 
members of his own patly in Con­ 
gress." In effect. Mr. Truman this 
week was saying and asking the 
public to believe and elect him in 
the belief that “two-thirds .if Con­ 
gress was wrong, and I was and an 
light; a majority of my own party 
in Congress was wrong, and I wa.- 
and am right.” 
When Mr. Truman became Presi­ 
dent he had a party majority of 15 
in the Senate, 51 in the Hon -e. For 
many reasons this Democrat*r ma­ 
jority was peculiarly willing to co­ 
operate with Mr. Truman. Tney ban 
sat with him in Congress arc liked 
feta. They welcomed him na a 
change from President Roosevelt, 
toward whom the Democratic Con­ 


gress had become restive and re­ 
fused to pass measures he had 
proposed, even war measures. Demo­ 
crats of the type that control Con­ 
gress were responsible for Mr. Tru­ 
man becoming President. Less than 
a year before, in the National Con­ 
vention of 1944, they had brojgnt 
about the nomination of him for 
Vice President. In this they re­ 
jected Mr. Henry A. Wallace, then 
Vice President and fighting for re­ 
nomination, whom Roosevelt nad 
forced upon the party four year? 
preceding. Toward a Congress con­ 
trolled by this type of Democrat Mr. 
Truman practiced in personal rela­ 
tions geniality and fraternity. But 
as President he sent to Congress 
more than a score of measures 
which the Democratic majority in 
that body regarded as a proposed 
continuation and extension of the 
Roosevelt New Deal. Almost with­ 
out exception. Congress rejected 
the measures or ignored them. This 
offense to the Democrats in Con­ 
gress was increased by Mr. Truman's 
keeping Mr. Wallace in the cabinet 
post to which Roosevelt had ap­ 
pointed him alter he had been re­ 
jected for the Vice Presidential 
nomination. 
• 
Fared With Own Ineptness 
All this took place while Mi. 
Truman had a Democratic Con­ 
gress. Anc It is the result of this 
ineptness as President and as party 
leader that confronts Mr. Truman 
today. Mr. Wallace, whom Mr. Tru­ 
man was obliged to dismiss from 
his cabinet after some year and a 
half, has led the extreme left wing 
New Dealers into a new party of 
which he is the Presidential candi­ 
date and which is expected t«> noil 
five million votes. Whatever 
the 
number, every vote tor Mr. Wn*lme 
will be a vote subtracted from Mr. 
Truman—It is difficult to imaL.ae 
that any Wallace voter would outer 
wise have voted for Mr. Dewey. 
Anod when now Mr. Truman tries 
to. as ex-Governor Stassen acy s. “set 
class against class” he makes votes 
for Mr. Wallace rather than for 
himself.

Washington. Sept IO—When Elmo 
Roper, the distinguished analyst of 
public opinion, announced this week 
that he isn t going to toke any 
more polls because governor Dewey 
“la almost as good aa elected.” 
he pointed out also that “liberals'* 
may believe that by so stating he la 
contributing his mite to President 
Truman's defeat and he doesnt 
intend anything of the sort. 
But. it will also be argued by Re­ 
publicans. such a statement by Mr. 
Roper may cause a large number 
of Republicans to stay away from 
the polls on the ground that it Isnt 
necessary to vote. 
The truth is that publlc-opinlon 
polls have a variety of Influences on 
the electorate. LOU of people like 
to vou for a winner. But there are 
signs that many a public-opinion 
poll in a given state has led to re­ 
doubled effort and sometimes to 
closer contests than otherwise might 
have been the case. 
Qualifies His Prrdirtlan 
Mr. Roper qualifies his prediction 
somewhat by saying that ha Is as­ 
suming that no serious change in 
the international situation—such as 
war. perhaps—may develop between 
now and the election or that Gov­ 
ernor Dewey will not make any 
serious mistakes. 
Public-opinion polls are for the 
most part still a puzzle to many 
people. There are many who say 
they never heard of any of their 
friends or neighbors who had been 
interviewed. 
They misunderstand 
the nature of modern polling or 
sampling methods. The present-day 
poll doesn't go in for quantity or 
for a canvass of the same group 
but applies to different groups. By 
knowing the percentage of people 
in income groups—the government 
publishes this—and by knowing the 
population data and eligible voters 
and other factors, a small sample is 
taken that has again and again 
proved correct. 
The same technique has been used 
successfully in market analyses to 
determine the acceptability of pro­ 
ducts or resistances to price or 
other characteristics before nation­ 
wide selling campaigns are under­ 
taken. The small sample invariably 
tells what the larger sample would 
tell if carried on to higher and 
higher numbers. 
So when Mr. Roper says that, 
conditions being 
the same 
two 
months hence, the electorate will 
not change its mind, he really 
means that the margin ar lead of 


Governor Dewey Is so substantial 
already that nothing short of sn 
international crisis or gross error 
on

change the outcome. This Is in 
line with previous experience. In 
fact, many public-opinion tests have 
indicated that the voters make up 
their minds long before election and 
that campaigns on the whole change 
relatively few votes. 
But. with the Roper annourue- 
mem. what will the campaign man­ 
agers do? Certainly there are no 
signs that the President or his 
associates are going to relax their 
efforts. The Republican manage­ 
ment has announced that the party 
workers must guard against over­ 
confidence. 
WaBaee Bale In VMk 
Basically the reason why the 
public-opinion polls at the moment 
indicate an easy Dewey victory is 
that Henry Wallace is subtracting 
in pivotal states enough voces to 
make it easy far the Republicans to 
win. It is somewhat analogous to 
1918 when a third party under 
Theodore Roosevelt split the Re­ 
publican vote, and the Democratic 
candidate. Woodrow Wilson, had a 
Urge electoral vote because be fog 
a plurality in nearly every impor­ 
tant state. 
The effect of the polls and the 
Roper announcement may be to 
bring about a last-minute effort to 
draw the followers of Henry Wal­ 
lace back into the party. It is ap­ 
parent that Wallace himself is nog 
yet willing to talk about withdrawal, 
though the “left wing” And liberal 
elements in the Democratic Party 
are working day and night to per­ 
suade the Wallace followers, espe­ 
cially in labor unions, not to throw 
away their votes and help the Re­ 
publicans by supporting Wallace. 
They are saying, in effect, that “a 
vote for Wallace is a vote for 
Dewey." 
It is difficult to see what the 
Wallace followers can gain. If Dew­ 
ey is elected and becomes a one- 
term President due to economic 
conditions, would any political lead­ 
er inside the Democartic Party, 
smarting under the defeat handed 
the party in 1948 by Wallace, ba 
likely to aid Wallace in getting tha 
Democratic nomination in 1952? To 
ask the question is to answer IL 
Hence pressure to bring the Wal­ 
lace followers in line may be Ona 
of the unintended but realistic se­ 
quels to Mr. Roper's announcement.
